Subject :—Special Scheme for the Import of Soya¬ 
bean seed for the Export of .Soyabean Ex¬ 
traction Under Duty Exemption Scheme— 

F. No, 3j 99194-EPC-II.—In exercise of the powers 
conferred under paragraph 53 of the Import & Ex¬ 
port Policy (1992-97) as amended, the Director 
General of Foricgn Trade hereby notifies the fol¬ 
lowing special procedure for the import of soyabean 
for, the production and export of soyabean extrac¬ 
tion as under :— 

(a) The applicant should be a manufacturer 
of. soyabean extraction registered with the 
Soyabean Processors Association of India, 
Indore, and should also hold a RCMC in 
the capacity of manufacturer-exporter. 
Applicant should also have soyabean ex¬ 
traction manufacturing activity in the pre¬ 
ceding two licensing years i.e, 1992-93 
and 1993-94; 
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(b) The license will have to complete the 
transaction of import of soyabean by 30th 
Sept, 1995 and will have to submit regu¬ 
lar information on this account on fort¬ 
nightly basis upto 31st May, 1995 and 
thereafter on monthly basis to the licens¬ 
ing authorities. The export obligation 
shall be completed within 12 months from 
the date of issue of the licence; 

(c) The application for the grant of a duty 
free licence to import soyabean will be 
considered only by the Advance Licensing 
Committee at the Headquarter Office of 
Directorate General of Foreign Trade, 
Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi. The existing 
provision of EX1M Policy|Procedure as 
well as any additional conditions ty> may 
be imposed by the Committee shall be 
lequally applicable; 

(d) The applicant shall be required to export 
only soyabean extraction. Soyabean oil 
extracted from the duty free import of 
soyabean shall be disposed of only in the 
domestic market. The licence will also be 
eligible to effect the export of soyabean 
extractions through an Export [Trading! 
Star Trading|Super Star Trading House by 
indicating their name in the Shipping Bill 
of export. The export performance, in 
such an event, however, shall continue to 
to be that of the licencee only. For the 
purpose of import of soyabean the licencee 
may also avail the services of ExportlTrad- 
ingjStar TradingjSuper Star Trading House 
in accordance with the provision of para¬ 
graph 229 of of the Handbook of Proce¬ 
dures, fVol. f) 1992—97; 

(c) The average yield of soyabean oil and 
soyebean extraction per one MT of soya¬ 
bean seed has been worked out as 18% 
and 80% respectively. However, keeping 
in view the stipulation of selling the soya¬ 
bean oil in the domestic market, the lic¬ 
encee will have to export soyabean extrac¬ 
tion in accordance with the following im¬ 
port and export norms to GCA countries 
with a minimum value addition of 
33% :— 

IMPORT EXPORT 

50 MT of Soyeaban 100 MT of soyabean 

extraction 

NOTE : 

(i) The export of soyabean extraction 
under this scheme shall be made only 
after uffecting import of soyabean; 

(il) Notwithstanding the fact that yield of 
soyaean extraction is fixed as 80% per 


MT of soyabean seed, the require¬ 
ment of excess export of soyabean ex¬ 
traction as indicated above will have to 
be arranged by the licencee on his own 
account from the domestic market; 

(iii) The soyabean oil portion of output @ 
18% yield per MT of soyabean seed 
shall be permitted for domestic sale as 
staled in sub-paragraph (c) above. 

(f) The entitlement of an applicant shall be 
determined on the basis of the information 
furnished by the Soyabean Processors As¬ 
sociation of India, Indore, about soyabean 
extraction manufacturing performance of 
the applicant during the period April 1992 
to March 1994. The licencee will be re¬ 
quired ( o furnish information about im¬ 
ports of soyabean seeds and export of 
soyabean extraction as required under the 
licence to the office of Director General of 
Foreign Trade, Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi 
and the Soyabean Processors Association of 
Tndia, Indore; 

(g) The application complete in ail respect in 
accordance with the existing policy and 
procedure should be field by the manufac¬ 
turers meeting the above criteria with the 
Office of the Director General of Foreign 
Trade Udyog Bhawan, New Delhi latest 
by 6th March, 1995. Any application 
received after the prescribed date or field 
with the regional office of DGFT shall not 
be conspdcred under any circumstances. 
The manufacturers of soyabean extraction 
meeting the above eligibility criteria and 
who have earlier field their applications' 
under duty exemption scheme for the im¬ 
port of soyabean seed for production and 
export of only soyabean extraction or both 
soyabean extraction and soyabean oil, 
shall also have the option to convert their 
pending application for the grant of a lic¬ 
ence in accordance with the present spe¬ 
cial scheme. Such request should also be 
mad: by 6th March, 1995 to Director 
General of Foreign Trade, Udlog Bhawan, 
New Delhi; 

(h) The duty free licence issued under this 
special scheme shall be subject to actual 
users condition and the facility of trans¬ 
ferability of imported duty free soyabean 
or import licence even after meeting the 
export obligation shall not be permitted.
